PROGRAM REVIEWS 
On May 11th the club presented a very interesting talk 
by Dave Zeph, W9ZXR, whose topic was the comparison of the Drake TR-7 with 
other late type tranceivers. Dave is no stranger to most Indpls hams, 
having been a well known DXer since his high school days. He mentioned 
that Elmer Tafflinger \'9GRN first introduced him to Ham Radio in 1952 and 
he has been an avid DXer ever since. Dave stated when first planning a 
new setup, study the practical types of antennas available for your loca- 
tion, especially the height vs cost ratio. Get the very best you can aff- 
ord, then consider the station equipment itself. Most of us do this in 
reverse and stnugele with the ant. after we have the equipment. Next con- 
sider the sensitivity of the receiver vs selectivity. interesting DX De- 
pends on hearing those weak signals. This puts Transmitter power last on 
the list. 
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For comparison purposes, he used the concept of the ideal receiver which 
has the unattainable noise figure ofllil, From a list of ratings for var- 
ious makek of populer transceiver:, we discover the rating of the TR-7 is 
133, this was the best rating although many others were surprisingly high. 
Dave went into this in depth, using calculations and charts to show us how 
these figures are derived, from the specs given by the manufacturer. Dave 
ended his talk by presenting his idea of the ham station of the future with 
all automatic controls, mostly rerote and computer operated,with a very 
comfortable operator's position. The operators comfort is very important 
because Dave thinks of operatiing in 2h hour straight shifts. 

Gene VanSickle, W9KJF gave a short talk about his trip to Newington where 
he viewed the museum of old gear and other interesting features. Gene fo-~ 
und the main office building and the transmitter are separated by about a 
city block. Gene holds a record with QST for having his picture in every 
issue for 19 years. 

On may 25th. Ron Cooper, WBODKL presented a talk very appropriate to the 
coming Homebrew Night. Ron works in the Indpls Power & Light maintenance 
depts procuring replacement parts for their various operations. During 
this time he has become acquainted with the sources of all kinds of elect- 
ronic equipment parts, but most important he has found many tricks for 
procuring ham gear parts. Ron's advise to the homebrewer was to make sure 
of the availibility of components before getting too far along with your 
design or a project out of any ham magazine. He had a number of cata- 
logues and books to show us and pointed out the best ways to use them. 
Some of these are free, others have to be wangled out of sales reps. or 
supply houses.He also clarified some of the listings used by different 
manufacturers for same or equal products. His ratings of the local ham 
stores was quite frank but fair with tips on how to get the best out of 
each. This was one of the most useful talks this writer has ever heard 

on this particular subject. A GOOD SHOW RON
